AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Education – Children and Youth – Reporting of Information Concerning 2 

Student Health, Well–Being, and Growth 3 

 

FOR the purpose of requiring each county superintendent of schools to report certain 4 

information concerning certain matters relating to student growth, health, and 5 

well–being to the State Superintendent of Schools on or before a certain date 6 

each year; requiring the State Department of Education, at certain intervals 7 

beginning on or before a certain date, to report certain information to the 8 

Governor and the General Assembly concerning certain matters relating to 9 

student growth, health, and well–being on or before a certain date each year; 10 

encouraging county boards of education to incorporate certain lessons into the 11 

county boards’ health education curriculum; and generally relating to the 12 

reporting of information relating to children and youth in educational programs 13 

and schools in the State.
